HAWAII QUIET. 



Minister Thurston Says the Provi- 
sional Government is Daily 
Gaining Friends. 



Liliuokalani "an Old Savage "-Min- 
ister Willis Fully Recognizes 
His Unpopularity. 



Washington, JJan. 19.— Mr. Hastings, 
the Hawaiian charge d" affaires, has received 
his mail brought by the China. Honolulu 
ptipors aB lato as tho Oth of January were 
received, and indicato that tho excitement 
which had prevailed for many months was 
rapidly subsiding. The nows which Mr. 
Thurston brought to the Provisional Gov- 
ernment hud a very mollifying influence, 
and from that timo on tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment has been daily growing in strength 
and popular favor, while tho Royalists still 
cling to the hope that something might yet 
bo dono to restoro them to power. 
That hopo did not, however, seem 
to ho shared by tho loaders. 
That there were soriouB differences among 
tho nutivo supporters of tho Queen was 
hown by tho laot that tho Hawaii Hono- 
lulu, tho Koyalist organ, printed au editorial 
on December 20, in tho coutso of which it 
euid : " That the Queen Bhould have hese- 
tatcd in accepting tho conditions of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, when ho offered to restore 
her Government, has been a surprise to her 
supporters. A spirit of revenge has never 
been dominant among her truo friends. 
Her advisers, whoever they may be, dosorve 
no thanks for their foolish udvice." 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 19.— Minister Thurs- 
ton was interviewed hero yesterday by a 
United Press reporter on his way to Wash- 
ington; Mr. Thurston expressed himself as 
well satiafied with tho way things were be- 
ing handled in Hawaii. Ho was accom- 
panied by American tourists who had been 
Bojourning in Honolulu. Mr. Thurston Baid 
that tho Provisional Government was gain- 
ing frienda overy day and that many of tho 
natives who hud remained neutral up to tho 
present timo in affairs, hud taken tho outh 
of allegiance to tho Dole Government. 
' There ia no poaaibility of tho Queen being 
restored," said he, " that matter is settled 
or good." Ho Bcouted tho idea of Cana- 
dians taking up tho cause of Liliuokalani. 

Members of tho party said thut Minister 
WilliB and his wife were uvoided by the bet- 
ter element at the Islands. The ucquaint- 
ancos were hut few and the leading families 
had ostracised them entirely. " Had the 
United States Government attempted to 
lund troops and restore tho Queen," said one 
of the party, " there certainly would huvo 
been bloodshed, and Liliuokalani would 
havo beJu shot." 

Mr. Thurston was asked : " Is tho Queen 
revongoful ? " " She is an old savage with a 
veneer of civilixtition," he exclaimed. "Mr. 
Willis, I believe, has stated that she refuses 
to grant ainneBty." 

Is tho Provisional Government a stable 
ono t " was asked. 

"Yes air, the Government ia thero to stay 
until a stronger power drives it out, and 
there is none ut present on the Islands that 
can do it. Thero aro about 1,500 men in 
army." 

Mr. Thurston laughed at the idea of tho 
,Iapane80 and Chinese residents of the 
Islands being u bar to annexation, and saya 
they could be treated the samo as those 
lreudy in tills country. Tho native 
Qawaiians would bo considered eligiblo to 
citizenship. Ho said thero wus no truth in 
ho rumor that Mr. Wiliia was about to re- 
turn to thiB country on tho steamer Corwiu. 
Mr. Thurston thinks thut the United States 
will bo tho only power that can take posses- 
sion of the islands without mooting with 
armed resistance. Tho desire for unnoxu- 
tion, ho suya, ia growing stronger every day. 

" While Mr. and Mrs. Willia were un- 
popularly received in the islands," con- 
tinued Mr. .Thurston, "it is not because 
ho is a represoutativo of the American 
Government, but because his mission to 
Hawaii is an unfortunate one, hia demand 
or the reatoration of the Queon being un- 
tagoniatic to tho political views of the 
people. Thoy are as anxious for annexation 
to day as ever, but they will not enduro 
seeing the Queen rcatored. I do not think 
there ia any question, however, but what 
the United States marines would huvo been 
d upon hud they attempted a lund- 
ng after the announcement of Mr. Willis, 
f tho intention of the Government to re- 
store the Queen. Mr. Willia realises bis 
npopulurity and will probably ask to ho re- 
lied if tho Government doea not Jo ao of 
s own accord. Tho restoration of the 
ueen ia an impossibility. The next in line 
f succession ia her niece, Princeas Kaiuluni, 
ud after her, Princo David." 
Mr. Thurston left to-night and will pro- 
ceed direct to Washington. 
San Francisco, Jan. 19. — A correspond- 
nt ut Honolulu writes under date of Janu- 
ary 12 saying that there iB no important 
hange in public affairs. Strong remon- 
strances havo been addressed to 'Minister 
Willis, ltia privately learned that tho 
constitution is ready to be promulgated ut 
tho proper time. Chinese laborers uro to bo 
imported until Japan is ready to continue 
tho supplyjon satisfactory terms. It seems 
to be definitely ascertained thut for Boveral 
weeks past and prior to Minister Thuraton's 
visit, tho Government liovo been working 
out u constitution for an independent Ha- 
waiian republic, which ifl now substantially 
Hied upon. It ia somowbut like that of 
United Stutes, with a President and 
ice-President, with upper und lower 
ouses of tho Legislature. For voters for 
o lowtr houso the chief qualification is 
■ility to read and write tho English 
nguagc, which will cxcludo moat of tho 
apaneao. in this houap tho nativo 
d hulf white vnto will greatly 
predominate. For tho Uppor House will bo 
(juired in voters a considerable education 
d property qualification, sufficient 
secure a predominance of tho intelligent 
Into citizens, who will also control the 
choice of tho Executive. Certain special 
powers will bo conferred upon tho Ex'eou- 
vo and Uppor House acting in concert, 
hioh will onuble them, when well ugreod, 
prevent tho obatruction of uecessury 
legislation by the lower house. Under thia 
constitution tho nativo element will possess 
11 tho share in legislation which it Iiub ovor 
done, while tho Royal und Executive power 
will pruotically bo transferred to tho control 
the more intelligent and oapublo 
white population. Tho Government will 
not proclaim this constitution until 



after learning from Minister Thurs- 
ton that thero is no present prospect 
of any form of politicul union with the Uni- 
ted States. There ia no doubt whatever 
that such a constitution will be hardly ap- 
proved of by tho rank and file of tho Blip- 
porters of tho Provisional Governrnout, who 
will gladly forego, if_ n :cessary, some voting 
privileges in ordir to secure the 
resulta of tho revolution for which 
they have for u year faced so 
for which they huvo for a year faced so 
much danger together. To mako the right 
of Buffrago unlimited would Bimply throw 
away all they have worked for. No consti- 
tution in Hawaii has evor been submitted to 
tho voto of tho peoplo ; but hua simply beon 
proclaimed by tho executive authority which 
precedent ia likely to be followed in the 
next eimilar case. 

In an interview with Kaiulani's guardian, 
T. H. Davies, he said it was difficult to fore- 
cast tho future of Hawaii. The Provisional 
Government cannot poBsibly go on. It ia 
simply the rule of tho mob, anawerublo only 
to popular clamor. His desire i 
for a peaceable compromise between tho 
Queen nnd President Dole, in which suit- 
able arbitrators should have adjusted a now 
constitution, reducing the royal power like 
that of Queen Victoria. But he was made 
awaro that tho Provisional Government 
would listen to no propositions of that 
kind. Mr. Davies claims to bo entirely 
disinterested in Iub views. He stands on 
the highest ground of principle, firmly re- 
probating tho great wrong of attempting 
to convey away a nationality ugainBt the 
will of tho peoplo. Ho also censures 
tho unfair appeal constantly mado to tho 
anti-British prejudices of tho American 
peoplo, while denying that tho hostility of 
himself und other Englishmen tounnexution 
is duo to anti-American prejudice

Washington, Jan. 19 —The Brazilian 
miniator to-day heard nothing of tho report 
that it had beon agreed to submit the differ- 
ences between Poixoto and tho insurgents to 
arbitration. Ho said he hud received a 
oublegrum from President Peixoto Wednes- 
duy, but no hint was given of such a pro- 
position. Tho minister thought it highly 
improbable.

Resolutions Passed By the Employing Print- 
ers' Association, of Toronto, Regarding 
the Disabilities of Canadian Publishers. 

Toronto, Jan. 19.— (Special) —Tho Em- 
ploying Printers' Asnociutiou lust night 
passed tho following resolution : " Thia 
mooting regrets that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has not yet proclaimed tho Copyright 
Act of 1H90, as tho absence of thia proclam- 
ation hua to u considerable extent caused 
the failure of nearly ull of thoso engaged in 
publishing works covered by copyright in 
Canada, and tho further loss of thousands 
of dollura to printers, bookbinders and 
paper dealers, whiuh business, through 
legislation by tho United Statea, haa been 
secured to that country." 

Tho following resolution regarding tho 
taritl was also passed : " That tho tarill aB 
at; present arranged on certain books, raw 
material and implements, inasmuch as it ia 
opposed to Canadian and in favor of foreign 
manufacturers, is detrimental to tho best 
interests of tho printing, bookbinding and 
publishing trade in Canada."

WESTMINSTEtt. 

New Westminster, Jan. 19. — Peter Mo- 
Nicol, of this city, haa invented a cow pro- 
cess for preaerving fiah, and has experiment- 
ed successfully 011 salmon and other epecies. 
The procoss consists in wrapping the fish 
completely, when freshly caught, in 0110 
fold of linen, then plunging it into a preserv- 
ing liquid, utter which the linen is wrapped 
once moro round and stituhed, and tho 
whole plunged into n reainoua sort of var- 
niah, which perfectly excludea the air. By 
this method tho inventor claims that ordin- 
ary sized salmon can bo preserved at a cost 
of ono cent each; and bo also 
claims they keep perfectly fresh for an in- 
definite length of time. The preserving fluid 
so far from injuring tho ilavor of the fish, 
which is put up juBt as it comes out of the 
water, imparts u deBirablo relish thereto. 
Mr, McNicol has experimented successfully 
with salmon — keeping some preserved ac- 
cording to his method for as long aB three 
weeks, and then being as freah aa when put 
up. Salmon preaorved in this way, tho in- 
ventor says, can be shipped in any weather 
without ice, and may bo stacked loosely in 
box cars if desired. Mr. McNicol intends 
to go quito extensively into preaerving and 
Bhipping this season. 

Tho residenco of A. W. Ross, fourth 
avenue, was partially destroyed by fire oarly 
this morning. Tho total loss aggregates 
$2,000.

BRUTAL MURDERER. - 

Ho Expects to lie llanccd To-Day as the Cul- 
mination of a Career of Crime. 1 

Joliet, 111., Jan. 19.— Ernest Lacour, 
who brutally . murdered little Ella Byron, 
near Wilmington, on Sunday, August G, as 
sbo was returning homo from church, has 
abandoned all hopo of executive olemency 
and expocts to bo hangod to-morrow. Tho 
gallows has boon erected and tho ropo test- 
ed. Licour is tho illegal son of a woman 
named Taylor, now living in Minnesota, and 
previous ;o his last offenco had- served two 
penitentiary terms for assaulting young 
girls in Iowa. At his trial it waa 
shown that at ono time he had at. 
tompted to assault his mother and 
at another timo hia grandmother. He ia 
resigned to hia fate and aays ho will 
die courageously. Lacour was employed on 
tho /arm of Michaol Byron, aix miles north 
of Wilmington. As Byron's thirtoon-year- 
old daughter Ella was coming through a 
wooded pasture on her way homo from 
church, Lacour, who had been hiding 
among tho trees, seized and assaulted her, 
breaking her neck in tho struggle. He 
afterwards went to work as though nothiug 
had happened, and two days afterwards the 
body of tho murdered child waa found with- 
in forty rods of hor homo, in a clump of 
hazel brush, whero Lacour had left her. 



CANADA IN ENGLAND. 



Sir Charles Tapper Exposes the Views 
of Goldwin Smith Regarding 
the Dominion. 



The Protection Question — Canadian 
Wheat Exhibits— Manitoba Mat- 
ters Subjects of Interest. 



London, Jan. 19.— Sir Charles Tupper, 
who was the chief speaker beforo the Wol 
verhampton Chamber of Commorco last 
night, attacked Professor Goldwin Smith, 
and said that not ono of the 215 members 
who aro sent to tho Canadian Parliament 
could havo been elected if they sought to bo 
returned as supporters of Mr. Smith's 
views. In defending Canada's action in im- 
posing duty on English manufactures, Sir 
Charles Baid Canada had been forced into 
protection by tho Unitod States. Canada 
was quito willing to givo England tho pro- 
forenco if England would give quid pro quo 
under oxiatiug treaties. It is impossible, ho 
said, as things Are at present, for Canada 
to allow English goodB to enter at 
cheaper rate than foreign goods. England 
was tho only country in the world which 
did not give its coloniea special terma. Sir 
Courtenay Boylo, permanent secretary of 
the Board of trado, in a later speech, gavo 
no countenanco to tho idoa that England 
would chango its fiscal policy, and said 
British trado wus undoubtedly going ahead 
steadily. 

Tho high commissioner is exhibiting at 
the corn exchange of London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Loeds and Bristol, samples of 
the official standards of Canadian wheat, 
extra No. 1 hard and No. 1 hard for tho 
guidanco of purchasers of Canadian grain. 

Sensational cablo reports woro received 
hero to-day regarding tho allegod distress in 
Manitoba. Quotations aro made from an 
address delivered by Mr. Braithwaito, 
president of tho Patrons of Industry of Man- 
itoba, at tho annual convention in Brandon, 
and the matter has excited alarm in somo 
quarters. This feeling is somewhat miti- 
gated, however, by the address of Sir Charles 
Tupper at tho Wolverhampton Chamber of 
Commerce dinner laat evening, when tho 
high commissioner testified to tho prosper, 
ity of Canada, and said no country iu tho 
world waa in soundor condition. He do- 
fended the protective principlo for Canada 
and tho other colonies, and said tho resolu 
tion to keep tho Empiro intact was never 
stronger than at tho present timo. 

" OUITEAU-PRENUERGAST." 

An Omaha Policeman the Author of Letters 
Threatening the Mayor. 

OMAHA, Jan. 19. — Roundsman Charl 
Bloom, one of tho best known and most ef- 
ficient officers in the city, and tho recog 
nixed head of the anti-Protestant circle in 
this diatriot, handed in his reaignation yes 
terday, being charged with writing a let 
ter to Mayor Bomia, in which tho lives of 
the mayor, chief of police and Republican 
national committeeman Roaowator aro 
threatened. Tho letter waB signed " Gu 
teau-Prendergast," and tho writer declared 
ho would kill tho mayor if certain things 
wero not done. Tho matter was kept quiet 
for a day or two and then it was referred to 
the chief of police. Tho result was that 
yestorday the chief preferred charges againet 
Policeman Bloom. He was taken beforo a 
meeting of commiasionera and required to 
write the letter as it was dictated to him 
by a member of tho board. Not only waa 
tho handwriting found to bo identical, but 
tho same words wero mis-spelled in both 
letters.

New York Market Stronger, With 
Heavier Transactions— Dim's ami 
Bradstreet's Reports. 

Material Reductions in Wages— In 
creased Bank Clearings— Trade 
in tuo Canadian Centres. 

New York, Jan. 19.— To-day's Bpecula- 
tion boro all iho marks of u " bull " market; 
the tomper of speculation underwent a rapid 
change soon after the opening and a confi 
dent one oharaoterized the dealings until tho 
close. Tho " bull " factors at work included 
heavy subscriptions for tho new Government 
loan; tho improvement in Railway receipts 
for the second week in January and tho be- 
lief that tho bank reserves will bo further 
increased to-morrow, probably to tho hun- 
dred million mark. Tho " Street " is satis- 
fied that the bond sale will be a great 
auccesa and believes that it means 
a reawakening of interest among investors, 
which, later on, may lead to a revival of 
activity on tho Stock Exchange. Already 
there is a littlo moro atir in the commercial 
paper market, which tends to confirm tho 
belief prevailing on tho street that outside 
busineaa ia improving. Considerable inter- 
est wua manifested in tho fluctuations of 
Western Union. It was rumored some daya 
ago that a prominent institution had paited 
with a block of the stock, and this 
created a littlo uneasiness at tho time. It 
noiv appears that tho sale, was made for a 
"clique" of operators and not for an institu- 
tion, and that it was principally "short" 
stock. Northwest was strengthened by 
statements that the December report will 
allow a grosa loss of §213,000 and a not gain 
of $7,000.

Those who 
urged the issue of fifty millions more silver 
certificates ugainat theailver 'Seigniorage' to 
ba coinod while the industrial improvement 
continues, aay tho gain will be alow and the 
increaao in the purchasing power of the 
people by tho enlargement of the force of 
workers will bo, in a meaBure, counter-bal- 
anced by the loss in tho purchasing power 
of the people through tho reductions in the 
wages paid. During the past week dis- 
patches havo told of a reduction averag- 
ing thirteen per cent. in fifteen 
iron and steel works, averaging 15J per 
cont, ; out of eleven toxtilo works, five, em- 
ploying thousands of hands each, havo re- 
duced their wages 20 per cent.; twenty-fivo 
textile and twolvo iron und steel concerns 
contemplate or have reduced their force. 
Thi volume of business done has increased 
in the leading branches, but not largely. 
Tho clearings fall below those of laat year, 
for the same week 22 6 per cont. , and the 
uncertainty as to tho future prevents much 
extension. Tho activity in tho specula- 
tivo market has been weaker, though 
wheat ia | cent higher, with increasing stock. 
Cotton has fallen 14 cents, as the receipts 
continue much larger than a year ugo and 
the demand for consumption ia narrow. 
Lard and coff-je are lower, but oil waa ad- 
vanced a cont with large tripling. Tho fail- 
ures for tho week have been 407 in the 
United Statea against 290 last year, and 46 
in Canada against 42 luat year." 

Bradstreet's will say tomorrow : " Spe- 
cial telegrams sent from many of the mure 
important cities, based on interviews in 
leading lines of trade, make it plain that the 
improvement reported a week ago, charac- 
terized as the turn in the tide, hue been re- 
tained and added to, though exceptions aro 
noted in some of the lnrye eastern manufac- 
turing centres. The total volume of bank 
clearings thiB week U 8924,000,000, 8 per 
cent, less than a week ago, und 36 per cont. 
Bmnllir than in tho third week of Janunry, 
1S93, whon the aggregate was §1,462,000,- 
000, one of tho largest seven day totals over 
reported. The increased demand for sugar 
has advanced the price o; both raw and re- 
fined J per cent. 

Toronto reports a quiet trade this week. 
The volume of trade in Montreal is small, 
und cotton manufacturers report no special 
activity, aoine mills bi iug temporarily 
closed. The prospect for an early revival ia 
reported us not bright. Heavy snow etorms 
have prevailed throughout tho maritime 
provinces which huve impeded traffic. Re- 
mittances havo consequently been alow, and 
tho volume of trado is bmaller. 

Tho total bank clearings at Halifax, 
Toronto, Montreal and Hun ilton nro §16,- 
806.000 this week, a falling off of 16 per 
cent, from lust week and 23 per cent, as 
compared with the total on the eamo week a 
your ugo.

AN ADMIRABLE DOCUMENT. 

A pamphlet entitled " Tho Hawaiian 
Crisis ; Correspondence botween President 
Dole and U. S. Minister Willis," has been 
handed to us by a respected fellow-towns- 
man. Tho documents it contains are of 
groat interest to all who wish to put them- 
Belves in a position to form an intelligent 
opinion on the Hawaiian question. 

Tho subject has been thoroughly discussed 
on this sido of tho Pacific, but President 
Dole's reply to Mr. Willis will well 
repay a second perusal. It is a very 
able document, and shows how a 
man who has a good command 
of the English language, and also of his 
temper, can reason clearly and simply on a 
difficult subject and express determined op- 
position and a resolute refusal in torms so 
moderate and so respectful tbat the most 
sensitive and exacting could not reasonably 
take oflfenco. 

President Dole's reasoning, too, is exceed- 
ingly ingenious. It will be remembered that 
President Cleveland considers himself bound 
in honor and justice to iuturfero to reinstate 
Quoen Liliuokalani because the United 
States minister without authority inter 
ferod to procure her deposition and used 
United States troops to accomplish 
that purpose. President Dole donies 
that this iH truo. He aBserts that 
the dethronement of tho Queen would havo 
bion effected if Consul Stevens had re- 
mained perfectly (quiescent and if the ma- 
rines of tho Boston had not landed. Hut ho 
argues, that if the American Consul had ex- 
ceeded his authority", and if he, without war- 
rant, had lunded troops to aid tho revolu- 
tionists, the Government of Hawaii should 
not bo held responsible for his wrong doing. 
Tho matter was one wholly between the 
United States Government and its servant. 
It has authority over him and can punish 
him if ho exceeded his authority and made 
un improper uso of his powors; but it has no 
authority over the Government of Hawaii, 
and cannot call it to account. If the Uni- 
ted States Government had an understand- 
ing with the Queen and had entered into 
any arrangement with her, that was also a 
matter in which tho Government of Hawaii 
hud no concern. This is what President 
Dole Baid on these points : 

My position is briefly this : If tho Ameri- 
can forces illegally assisted the revolution- 
ists in the establishment of the Provisional 
Government, that Government is not re- 
sponsible for their wrong-doing. It was 
purely a privato matter for discipline be- 
tween the United States Government and 
its own cfiicers. There is, I submit, no 
precedent in international luw for tho theory 
that such action of tho American troops has 
conferred upon the Uniled States authority 
over the internal affairs of this Government. 
Should it be truo, as you havo suggested, 
that the American Government made itself 
responsible to tho Queen, who, it is alleged, 
lost her throno through such action, that is 
not a matter for mo to discuss, except to 
submit that, if such bo tho case, it is a mat- 
ter for tho American Government and her 
to sottlo between them. This Government, 
a recognized sovereign power, equul in 
authority with tho United Statos Govern- 
ment and enjoying perfect diplomatic rela- 
tions with it, cannot bo destroyed by it for 
the sake of discharging its obligations to tho 
Queen. 

It is difficult to seo how thoso arguments 
can bo met, for, as President Dole points 
out, tho President of tho United States had 
"recognized tho Provisional Government 
without qualification and received its ac- 
credited Commissioners, negotiated a treaty 
of annexation with thorn, received its ac- 
credited Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and accredited successively 
two Envoys Extraordinary jind Ministers 
Plenipotentiary to it.'' Having thus reo- 
ognizod tho Provisional Government aB an 
independent power, it is difficult to seo how 
tho President could reasonably and consist- 
ently treat it us if it wero not independent, 

Tho answer of tho Hawaiian Government 
to President Cleveland's demand that its 
members should " relinquish " to tho Queen j 
hor constitutional authority is remarkablo 
both for its decisivouess and its brevity. It 
is this : 

" I am instructed to inform you, Mr. 



A PEACEFUL COMMUNITY. 

Thursday's iimli brought us a largo num- 
ber of newspapers from Hawaii. Ono would 
naturally suppose from all that has appeared 
in tho American and Canadian newspapers 
about thoso islands, that they would bo in 
an excited oondition and that the news- 
papers would teem with evidence of tho pre- 
vailing agitation. But this iB very fur indeed 
from being the case. Tho uowspapera show 
that pouco and quiot and good order roign 
in Hawaii, Tho laws ure obeyed and all 
departments of tho Government do their 
work efficiently and with normal regularity. 
Ships arrivo and depart, merchants buy unci 
sell, tradesmen do their work, and people 
amuse themselves in Hawaii protty much as 
they do anywhere olao. No ono could tell 
from anything that ho sees outsido the 
political columns of tho papers, that there 
iB anything unusual going on in the 
Hawaiian Islands. And even politics are 
discussed calmly and in u moderate tono. 
There is almost as much fuss made about 
tho dismissal of a lady school teacher in the 
Ontario newspapers un there is about the 
deposition of Quoen Liliuokalani in the 
journals of Hawaii. Whatever there muy 
be to say about the right of the Provisional 
Government to exorcise authority in tho 
country, it will have to bo admitted that it 
does its work well. Wo look in vain over 
the newspapers for an indication ahowing 
that disorder exists anywhere, or for any 
sign of lawlessness or oven discontent among 
the peoplo. If tho royalists feel aggrieved 
they uro the quiotest and most undemon- 
strative body of malcontents that ever 
cxistod. Wo cannot Bee that they hold 
meetings, or that they try to bring tho Gov- 
ernment into disroputo by any of tho means 
resorted to by tho Opposition in countries 
in which old and firmly-established govern- 
ments exist. 

It seems to us that if tho Provisional Gov- 
eminent wero hursh or oppressive, or oven 
if it pursued an unwise policy, the nows- 
papors would give somo intimation of dis- 
content, But in thoso wo huvo seen thero 
is not a growl or a murmur, or any defenco 
or explanation, that would lead us to be- 
lieve that nowspapers that wo havo not seen 
complain of tho ucts of tho administration. 

It is very clear that tho man who loves a 
row and who pines for excitement 
need not go to Honolulu to gratify 
his tastes. Society there evidently 
moves in u quiet, hum -drum sort 
of way, every ono doing his work or pursu- 
ing his pleasures pretty much as is done in 
towns of tho same size in countries whero 
revolutions aro only hoard and road of. The 
good order which tho nowspapers show ex- 
ists in tho Hawaiian Islands speaks vol- 
umes in favor both of the Government and 
the people. If the Government did not ex- 
orciso its authority firmly yet wiBoly, there 
would certainly bo many to question its 
authority, und to muko trouble in one way 
or another, and if tho people were turbu- 
lent and hard to pleaso, somo among them 
would be suro to tako advantago of tho un- 
settled state of affairs to make difficulties 
and to create disorder. 



UNCLE SAM A BORROWER. 

At tho end of tho fiscal yoar 1887 tho 
Government of tho United Statos hud a sur- 
plus of 555,507,849. When President 
Cleveland in his message anuouncod the 
fact, ho did not do bo boastingly. On tho 
contrary, ho donounced its existouco as a 
wrong. Tbo Government hud no right, ho 
contended, to take moro monoy from tho 
people than it needed for its own legitimate 
purposes. He recommended Congress to re 
duoo tho "amount of money annually exact 
ed from tho industries and necessities of the 
people." At tho end of 1888 tho accumul 
atod surplu8esamountedto tho enormous sum 
of ono hundred and forty millions. Tho 
people did not tuko Mr. Cleveland's 
advice. They placed the Republicans in 
powor, who kept tho high tariff, who, in 
fact, mado it higher. They spent all tho 
monoy they raised and tho ono hun- 
dred and forty millions of accumu 
latod surpluses besides. Tho roveuue 
was very lurge in 1892, it was $355,000,000, 
and in 18915 it roso to neorly §102,000,000. 
When tho Republicans wont out of ollico 
they left a greatly doploted treasury, and 
this year, the first of the Democratic admin- 
istration, tho revonuo will not oxceod f.'iOO,- 
000,000, and tho expenditure will bo over 
§375,000,000. If this calculation is right, 
there will be at tho end of tho current finan- 
cial yoar a deficit of considerably over §70,- 
000,000. It must bs romemberod that tho 
Republicans aro responsible for both tho re- 
ceipts and expenditure of the yoar ending 
Juno, 1891 ; for although tho Democrats 
havo boon in power nearly u year tho, Mc- 
Kinley tariff is still in force — tho appropria- 
tions wero mado and the supplies woro votod 
by tho Republican Congress. Thisyoar'B de- 
ficit is, theroforo, a Ropublican deficit. 

Not only is tho expenditure groater than 
tho revenue, but tho Government's gold re- 
serve is gotting leas and less every month. 
Sinco tho first of tho present month it de- 
clined from §80,891,000 to 870,034,915, and 
it may, by this time, hiwe fallen to §70,000,- 
000. This iB not by any means u pleasant 
state of things for tho Secretary of tho Treus- 
ury to faco. In order that tho Treas- 
ury may not bo altogether empty 
and to prevent another panic, Socrotnry 
Curlislo lias considered it necessary to 
borrow §50,000,000. Ho has issued a cir- 
cular inviting proposals for 5 per cont. 
bonds. Ho dooa not, howovor, intond to 
pay as high a rate us 5 per cent, for tho 
money ho borrows. Ho tollB tho public in 
his oiraular that no proposal will bo recoived 
at a lowor prlco than 117.223, which is | 



equivalent to 3 por cent, bonds at par. 
The money to bo paid for tho bonds must be 
gold coin of tho United Stutea. 

Secrotury Curlislo will get all tho money 
ho wants on theso let ma, but it does seem 
singular to seo tho Government of tho 
United States in a time of profound 
poace reduced to the necessity of 
borrowing, in ordor to pay tho running 
oxpenses of its Government. If any ono 
during tho Presidential election of 1S88 had 
predicted that in a little moro than five 
years from that date overy dollar in tho 
Treasury would bo spent and that the Gov- 
ernment would be compelled, iu order to 
avert a financial crisis, to borrow 
money, he would havo been de- 
nounced as a malignant crank. Tho 
Government had then, us wo bavo Been, 
moro money than it know what to do with, 
and tho prospect wus that tho prosperity 
that then prevailed would continue. And 
so it haB. The United Stutes has not been 
ollltcttd in any way. Its harvests huvo been 
good, it has not Bitllorcd from war, pesli- 
Jenco or famine, and yet tho year 1893 
will long b'i remembered ua a time of great 
financial depression, u year in which, in tho 
midst of apparent plenty, tho peoplo wero 
compelled to endure great suffering, and 
tho year in which tho Federal treasury was 
denuded of almost its lust dollar.

The officers of tho 15.0.G.A. hold a 
meeting this afternoon to make arrange- 
ments oonneotod with a formal opening of 
the now drill hall by His Honor tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor on Wednesday evening 
next. 

The coroner's inquest held yesterday 
afternoon in the case of Wm. H. Robertson 
of San Diego, who died very suddenly on 
Thursday evening, resulted in a verdict of 
death from natural causes. Tho interment 
takes place to-dey at Ross I!.ty cemetery. 

J. K. MACRAE, yon of tho Police Magis- 
trate, has passed tho examination prelimin- 
ary to entering upon tho study of tho law. 
He was the ouly successful one of the live 
who went before the Law Society's examiner 
a few days ago. The othor four failed in 
one subject. 

The Divisional court yesterday heard the 
appeal in Sansom vs. Holland from tho judg 
ment given at Wostminster in favor of tho 
plaintill for J.'iTO, as commission for propar 
ing plans for a building, and dismissing the 
defendant's counter claim. The appeal waB 
allowed, tho judgment being reduced to 
$150, and each party to pay his own costs 
throughout. 

The case of tho Queen against the sealing 
schooner Minnie, which was to have been 
tried in tho 13. C. Admiralty court yester- 
'day beforo Judge Creaso, had to bo ad 
journed to enablo tho Divisional court to eit, 
It will, however, bo heard this morning at 
10:. - J0 o'clock. Hon. C. E. Pooloy, Q C, 
appears for tho Crowa and Mr. A. E. Bei- 
yeu for tho defendant. 

Complete directions as to tho Dominion 
history competition have been received in 
tho form of a circular by R. E. Gosnoll, tho 
local representative of tho committeo. 
Thirty-six competitors havo entered. Their 
manuscripts are to bo handed in beforo tho 
1st of January next, and will havo to bo ex- 
amined by each member of tho committeo 
before formal approval is given. 

An interesting case will bo hoard in the 
Supreme court shortly. It arises out of the 
refusal of Gold Commissioner Fitzstubbs, of 
the West Kootenay district, to issue a 
Crown grant to a mining claim to a company 
which claims to havo complied with all the 
conditions of the law and to havo made its 
application in tho regular way. A writ has 
been issued asking for an order of the court 
to compel tho issuance of the grant and for 
an injunction restraining tho gold commis- 
sioner from letting anyone else have tho 
property.

When the Bteamor reached her destination, 
tho lepers were found to bo lacking for noth- 
ing and tho fresh supplies which they re- 
ceived by tho Sadio assures them provision 
for ut leust threo montha more. The China- 
men made few complaints to their visitors 
and seemed quite grateful for what they re- 
ceived.

The New Rector of St Luke's and St. 
Michael's Assumes His Parochial 
Responsibilities. 



Impressive Ceremonies Which Are 
Very Unusual in the Diocese 
of Columbia. 



A largo congregation afisombled at St. 
Luko'a church, Cedar Hill, yestorduy uftor- 
noon in spite of tho inclement weather to 
welcome Rov. J. W. Fliuton, tho newly ap- 
pointed rector. Tho service commoncod 
with tho hymn, "Wo love the Placo, O 
God," after which tho Bishop announced to 
tho congregation that Mr. Fliuton had made 
tho neccasury declarations, and taken the 
oath of allegiance to theQueeo und canonical 
obedionco to himself, and thereupon ho wus 
duly instituted to the spiritual churgo of the 
pcoplo in tho parish of St. Luko's, Cedar 
Hill, and St. Michael's, Like. 

Venerable Archdeacon Scriven thon, in 
accordance with tho ancient usage of tho 
Church of England, conducted Mr. Flinton 
to the went door of tho church, where tho 
keys were handed to him, and tho now rec- 
tor rung tho church boll as a public an- 
nouncement to tho parishioners of his hav- 
ing boon inducted to the temporalities of tlie 
living. The now rector then roturned to the 
altar, when a hymn wub sung und pruyera 
were offered by the Bishop, concluding with 
a special benediction. 

The Archdeacon thon conducted a short 
form of ovonsong, and the lesson (St. 
John x-ll)) was read by Mr. Flinton. The 
Bishop gavo un uddress from tho pulpit, 
in which he referred to tho service in which 
ho had tukeu purt at Wellington upon the 
previous Sunday when Mr. Flinton took 
farewell of his former parishioners, and ex- 
horted tho members of tho church to trust 
their now rector und to show him in all 
ways their aymputhy and support. 

At the close of tho sorvico tho To Deum 
was Bung and all adjourned to tho school- 
room where tea was provided, und Mr. and 
Mrs. Flinton woro introduced to their now 
friends. Tho children belonging to the 
Sunday-school were supplied with tea and a 
handsome Christmas tree had alao boon pre- 
pared for them. 

Before ho left tho Bishop expressed his 
thanks to the church wardens and lady 
holperB who had dono their best for the 
parish during tho interregnum, and also to 
Rov. E. F, Wilson for having conductod tho 
services in tho church. 

Altogether it wus felt that Mr. Flinton 
could not have entered upon hia new work 
under moro auspicious circumstances. 

The tenth annual general meeting of tho 
members of tho Vuncouver laland Building 
Society was held in the Sir William Wal- 
lace Society's hall lust evening, J. M. Road, 
the president, in tho chuir. Tho report of 
tho directors, secretary-treasurer and audi- 
tors were read and ununimously adopted. 
Tho following directors woro then elected by 
ballot; J. M. Read, G. A. Curlton, J. 
Holland, Honry Moss, R. Erakine, C. Booth 
und Fred. Carno. B. Williams was unanim- 
ously ro-olectsd secretary, A. H. Maynard 
treasurer, and Ross Monro and 15. Boggs 
auditors. Tho seventy-first drawing for an 
appropriation thon took pluco under tho 
supervision of Messrs. Mosb, Holland und 
Atwood. Thoro being no " child " present, 
Mra. M. A. Luwaon conaeuted to act ub tho 
drawee, and succeeded in extracting No. 101 
from the box. Upon examining tho register 
it wus found thut theBo shares, A and B, 
stood in her own name. Such u circum- 
stance, it ia atutod, hus only happened once 
beforo in tho history of building societies in 
British Columbia. On tho previous occasion 
a bootblack of Vancouver being requested 
to draw nuively Btutod that if ho did ao he 
would draw his own number ; and he aotual- 
ly did so. At tho conclusion of tho general 
meotirg tho directors just electod mot und 
choso J. M. Rood president, G. A. Carlton 
vice-president, John Teague surveyor, and 
Eborts & Taylor aolicitora. 

A special dispatch from San Francisco 
says thut the steamer Wulla Walla arrived 
from Pugot Sound ports on Wodnoaday 
morning with 70 cabin and 62 Btcorage pas- 
sengers.

Tho latter sho thinks moro of than tho 
money, as ono of them waa her engagement 
ring, two belonged to her mother and ono 
was a present from hor father. As soou aa 
tho theft was discovered tho polico were 
notified and put on the case. Nothing was 
found, however, und all that could ho done 
waa to stop tho payment of tho draft. Aftor 
a thorough Benrch by tho Customs oflicera a 
Boizuro vulucd ut $1,200 wus made on the 
stoamor. 

In tho City Polico court yestorduy tho 
long pending churgo of aggruvuted assault 
oguinBt Joseph Nncci was withdrawn by 
Chief Shoppard, Ritfaol Pulltan, tho prin- 
cipal witness, having disappeared.

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TitADE WITH HAWAII. 



Report on IIuu. Mackenzie's Suerges 
tioiis to the Houolulu Chamber 
of Commerce. 



Recommendation to Appoint a Com- 
mitteo to Attend the Coming: 
Conference at Ottawa. 



(Honolulu Commercial-Advertiser.) 

The Chamber of Commerce hold a special 
meeting yesterduy morning ( Jiin.C) to reoeivo 
the report of the committeo on the matters 
brought co tho attention of the Chamber by 
Mr. Bowell. The meeting waa sot for 10:30, 
but twonty minutes oUpsod before tho 
roquisito quorum of ton could be obtained 
The prosident, Mr. Shaefer, then called tho 
mooting to order and tho minutes of tho 
preceding meeting wore read and approved. 
Mr. Theophilua H. Davics, chairman of tho 
committeo, presented tho following report: 
To F. A. Schaefcr, Esq., Vice-President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Honolulu 

SlB: — The committeo appointed to report 
on the subjects which Mr. MoKenzio Bowoll 
introduced in his address to the Chamber on 
Monday, Doconiber 4, have carefully con- 
sidered tho queBtious so ably laid beforo 
them, and beg to make the following re- 
port : 

The committee are very sensible to tho 
great advantages which this community 
must derivo from any traffic which brings ua 
into direct connection with tho various im- 
portant countries which aro touched by tho 
Pacific ocean. Tho special subject of tho 
present report is tho trado 'which may bo 
developed between Cunuda on tho North 
and Australia on the South, by means of 
cable and stoam communication. 

Several schemes have been suggestod dur- 
ing recent years for briuging Honolulu into 
telegraphic union with tho world; and it is 
not of very material importance to Hawaii 
whether the connection Bhall bo mado by 
one lino or another. Undoubtedly tho Sun 
Francisco connection would bo preforabl 
because that is tho point where our chief 
commerce is, and always will bo, main 
tained ; but the committeo aro of opinion 
that every possible facility should be given 
by the Hawaiian Government to any 
company that will introduce a tians- 
Pacitic cablo to our shores. We are 
confident that the necessity for Bpoedy 
communication with tho naval and 
mercantile steamers that frequent our ports 
will compel governments as well as private 
owners to inaugurate a cable servico for 
their own convenience and protection ; and 
tho committeo do not consider that this eer 
vice will be hastened or rotarded by any ac 
tion that can bo taken here. We therefoie 
confine ourselves to the recommendation 
that this Government shall express its desire 
to facilitate, in every way possible, the 
creation of oable communication across tho 
Pacific ocean. 

With regard to the subject of steam serv, 
ice between our Bhores and the Canadian and 
Australian empires, tho committeo ace of 
opinion that a very important development 
of our trade must follow tho inauguration of 
such a servico. The tropical products of 
our islauds already find a largo market in 
the northwest territory of tho United 
States, and with proper facilities we 
could send to the Canadian mar 
keta of British Columbia all the 
sugar, coffee, rice, fruits, etc., that 
they could dispose of. For the present 
nearly tho whole of our sugars are under 
contract to bo shipped to San Francisco, 
and therefore aio not available for shipment 
to any other market, but it is not improba 
ble that an arrangement could be mado bo 
tween the San Francisco and Vancouvor ro 
fineries whereby the latter should receive 
its supplies from Honolulu, and so restrict 
the importation of raw Bugar to the Pacifi 
Coast by discontinuing importations from 
Manila. 

In order to do this it would bo necessary 
that the Canadian tariff bo modified so as to 
admit ordinary Hawaiian sugars free. At 
present our augars aro practically driven 
out of the Canadian markets becauso of 
their high color, and Manila sugars are ad 
mitted freo because of their darker color. 

The shcrt experience wo havo had of tho 
Ctitiadian-Australtan line of steamers enables 
us to express our confidence in tho future of 
trade it will bring to our shores. Tho con 
trast between the climato and scenery of 
British Columbia, and those of Hawaii, will 
induce a great interchange of visitors, and 
gradually open up an important passenger 
traffic, which cannot fail to bo beneficial to 
both countriis. 

The committee are deeply impressed with 
tho importance of giving every encourage- 
ment to this, and all other steam lines which 
make regular connections with thiB port 
and they recommend that tho Government 
bo requested to extend all freedom of port 
charges, that is in their power, to tho 
steamers so coming. 

The committeo ;,. e i that they c innot omit 
an expression of sympathy with tho owners 
tn the disaster to the Miowcra, and the 
consequent disarrangement of the line, and 
they also desire to express their sense of the 
energy and determination which bo soon 
supplied tho deficiency. 

Mr. Mackenzie Bowell expressed a hope 
that a representative from Hawaii should bi 
present at tho conference to bo held in Can 
uda in 1894, for consideration of trado and 
cablo connections over the route alluded to ; 
and tho committeo consider that it is very 
desirablo that such a reprcBentativo should 
attend on behalf either of tho Government 
or of this chamber, in order to explain or 
discuss any points that might bo of special 
valuo to this country.

Mr. Hyman then moved a resolution en- 
dorsing the creation of the ollice of appraiser 
and insisting upon appointing a suitable 
man, qualified by Ids oharaoler and a thor- 
ough knowledge of merchandise, to dis- 
charge the duties of tho position. After a 
brief discussion tho resolution was adopted. 

At a few minutes past 11 o'clock the 
Chamber adjourned.

HAWAIIAN INQUIRY. 

Resumption of tho Investigation Before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Halations. 

Washington, D. C, Jan. 19. — Tho Sen- 
ate committee of Foreign Relations resumed 
its investigation of Hawuiian affairs this 
morning. Tho principal witnoss wus Pro- 
fessor Olcson, of Worcester, MaBS. , who for 
fifteen years was principal of tho Manual 
Training school on tho Island Oahu. Bur- 
ing tho examination tho witness declared 
that the Queen's personal character waa bad. 
Much of tho witness' testimony consisted of 
a history of tho troubles that lod to tho 
deposition of tho Queen. Tho witneaB de- 
clared tho United States forces were 
landed for tho protection of tho property 
of Americans, and said ho did not think 
the act had the slightest influenco ono 
way or another, upon tho rovolution. When 
BBked did ho think tho Queen would have 
been deposed had the troops not boon land- 
ed, Oloaon said ho bolioved bo, although it 
might not havo been done so easily under 
such conditions. Marahal Wilson, who was 
in chargo of the police, would have retained 
possession of tho police Btation, which ho 
had fortified, and which would havo been 
besieged, and a conflict would have ensued, 
with every advantage on the side of tho 
citizens, until ho (Wilson) would havo been 
obliged to surrender. Professor Oleson 
did not think tho native population 
could maintain a government by them- 
selves, as few among them were equipped 
for such duties. If left to themselves the 
witness believed tho people would either 
go back to barbarism or havo an abaoluto 
government. Many of tho Hawaiians, ho 
added, were favorablo to annexation with 
tho United States. Lieut. Kauffman waa 
also recalled, but nothing of special interest 
was adduced. To-morrow Miniater Stevena 
will bo before the committeo. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 19. — Hawaiian Minister 
Thurston arrived to-day from Omaha and 
left this morning for Washington. Ho said 
"Tho United States aro not liablo to bo sued 
for damages by the bankrupt and Dearly 
friendless Liliuokalani." The Provisional 
Government, he thought, would make Ha- 
waii a place vfhioh would in time bo aa proB- 
peroua aa any of tho nationa on earth. 
ThurBtm added ho wbb conveying important 
dispatches to Washington. Ho refused to 
discuBB them or tho pobcy of Pro ident 
Cleveland on Hawaiian matters. 



DIPLOMATIC GOSSIP. 

Xo Invitation to a Presidential Dinner Sent 
to the Chargo d' Affairs for Hawaii. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — Gossip in diplo- 
matic oiroles is busy to-day over an inci- 
dent of tho State dinner at tho White Houso 
last night. In the published list of invited 
gueBta tho name of Secretary Hastings, who 
in the absence of Minister Thurston, is 
chargo d' affairs of tho Hawaiian Legatior, 
was included. Mr. Hastings waa net 
among tho guests present at the dinner, and 
it is now learned that ho received no invita- 
tion. Tho omiB8ion, whether accidental or 
intentional, excitea comment, becauBo both 
the Secretaries of the Legation for Korea 
and Colombia, who in tho absenco of their 
respective miniBtera, aro liko Mr. Hastings, 
oharges d' affairs, were conspicuous among 
the gueats, which in fact included the head 
of every legation in Washington, except the 
Hawaiian Legation.

RICH WOMEN WHO SELECT BOOKS 
AND READ THEM. 



BIrs. Joint Mackay'a Parisian library— Miss 
Helen Gould as a IHbllopliile— Sim. 
Frank Leslie as n Reader and n Linguist. 
Jin Fsran Stevens' Tasto. 

In Mrs. John Mackay's Parisian homo 
the library has a surplus of American 
books. The Princess Colonna, the daugh- 
ter of tho house, says this is to assuage 
her fathers homesickness. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, Washington Irving, Long- 
follow and James Russell Lowell's works 
hold first place. Mrs. Mackay's lovo of 
patriotism has tempted her to fill tho 
apartments with American curiosities, 
including many old Indian wood carv- 
ings, frameworks and brackets of dried 
shells and herb roots and antiquo imple- 
ments of warfare. At their residence in 
Italy the Mackays have a small but ex- 
pensive collection of books of antiquity 
and a goodly number of the standard 
novels, encyclopedias and histories. But 
it is in London that this American queen 
shows to tho full her pride in a lino fam- 
ily library. Hero she has given over a 
suit of sunny square rooms to tho de- 
votion of books and their authors. 

Tho furnishings include valuable busts 
of the Greek poets, the early English 
writers and some American and Gorman 
philosophers. 

Many pleasant morning and afternoon 
lectures are hoard in this retreat, and 
some of the finest scholars of our century 
have made their debut as public speak- 
ers here. 

Tho great family libraries of tho As- 
ters, the Goulds, tho Vanderbilts, the 
Belmonts, tho Goolets and thoTownsond 
Burdens I find have been almost wholly 
furnished after the design and *istes of 
tho women of tho families. In all these 
old residences thero is tho library, where 
tho master of tho house secludes himself, 
and whero each member of tho family 
goes to study or imbibe by atmospheric 
influence tho beauties, decorations and 
books. 

Miss Helen Gould has a library of her 
own, and it is moro interesting from the 
fact that sho has chosen every book in it 
herself and arranged them to suit her 
fancy. For a financier's daughter, it 
may seem peculiar that her mind runs to 
poetry. Miss Gould in her library makes 
a pleasing picture. She is tall, slender 
and dignified. Sho is not faultless in 
face and figure, but sho is in character. 
Her coloring is excellent, and sho has 
tho manners of a Boston girl. 

She has upon a long series of shelves a 
full set of tho books by modern poets, 
clothed in white and gold. Sho has a 
fancy for collecting all tho poetical 
works of women, and sho has several 
hundred volumes by almost unknown 
feminine poets. Histories, art books and 
encyclopedias, with the standard philos- 
ophies, make up a fine realm of study, 
and Miss Gould is a student. Sho enjoys 
the intimate friendship of Mrs. Russell 
Sage, tho wife of tho millionaire, who is 
a graduate o£ tho Emma "Willard semi- 
nary and a well read and much traveled 
woman. Mrs. Sage's mind turns to his- 
torical novels and works of fiction, but 
owing to her husband's lovo of religions 
books sho has made a collection of tho 
works of Sayce, Renan, Madden, Lumby, 
Hooker, Woodhouse, Leathes and other 
great sacred writers. 

Mrs. Theodore Sutro, a distinguished 
society leader, has a royally furnished li- 
brary. The decorations are dark, sump- 
tuous and steadfast. There aro two mar- 
quetry desks of value in the room and one 
old English escritoire. Tho woodwork 
is of wine colored mahogany, and there 
aro small beveled glasses on all sides, 
which make everything appear doubly 
luxurious. Shelvos aro sot into tho walls 
and the curtains shielding them aro of 
Persian fabrics, filled in with silver and 
gold geometrical figures, circles and ara- 
besques. Mrs. Sutro's library has over 
$50,00(1 worth of books in it. 

Mrs. Frank Leslie has a !j£0,000 library 
at her business oflico and a much more 
costly one at her homo in tho Gerlach 
hotel. Mrs. Leslie has a multitudo of 
foreign books. She possesses a taste for 
studying languages and speaks well in 
five tongues. 

Mary Scott Rowland's eccentricity is 
hoarding up books upon health and 
beauty. Sho has hundreds of thoso vol- 
umes yellow with ago and bound iu tho 
choicest leather. A recent gift of hers 
to Patti was an antiquo reprint on the 
toilet of a Roman maiden. Mrs. Row- 
land has spent many seasons abroad 
picking up tho writings of noted French 
and German writers upon that subject 
nearest to woman's heart: — beauty. 

Mrs. Paran Stevens owns a celebrated 
classical library, and I am told revels in 
the study of Greek plays and Greek po- 
etry. 

Mine. Alberti, whoso palatial resi- 
dence at 557 Fifth avenue is filled with 
valuable paintings and exquisite bric-a- 
brac, has a library of Gothic fashion. 
Everything in it partakes of that quaint 
and inimitable stylo. Each article is 
made for specific uso, and tho whole air 
is that of dignity. Mine. Alberti, being 
of intensely artistic temperamont, un- 
derstands tho wonderful beauty of break- 
ing lines and the changeful color of drap- 
ery and uses it everywhere, topping tho 
mantels upon which small books rest, 
hanging on the shelves, rolling in folds 
across tables and enriching chair and di- 
van. Theso draperies usher ono into 
mysterious moods befitting tho homo of 
books. The silken scarfs and long sashes 
aro entirely covered with hand worlc, 
frequently of open spaces of plain, rich 
silk between broad bands of velvet, in 
which triangles, rings and squares en- 
circle griffins, peacocks, swallows, tigers' 
heads, apples of gold, half moons of sil- 
ver and branches of palm. 

Madam is of a metaphysical nature 
and loves books of mysticism, philosophy 
and fiction, and she has them by the hun- 
dreds. Sho is among tho great Delsarto 
leaders of tho day, and sho collects many 
books by and about the great French 
master of spiritual and physical expres- 
sion.

THE HOOPER MURDER. 

Conclusion of the Trial— The Judge's Charge 
—A Careful Judicial Winding Un. 

Joliette, Que., Jan. 19.— All the law- 
yor'a desks wero removed from the court- 
houBO this morning, and much additional 
space allowed for the vast crowd which 
gathered to listen to Judgo Delorimicr'a 
charge to tho jury tins morning. Every 
inch of space was occupied Luliea sat on 
the window silla and on the atepa of the 
judge'a bench, oven alongside the clerk be- 
low the judge. Thoy jostled the counsel 
for the Crown and for the defence with 
equal impartiality. It waa juat 10 o'clock 
when Judgo Uelorimier began his churge to 
tho jury, addresaing them lira t in French. 

The audienco, although at timea uncom- 
fortable from the extremo heat of tho room, 
listened aa attentively us did the prisoner 
himself, who seomed to roalizo how much 
dopended on tho calm, unimpaesioned words 
of His Honor. 

The judge, after carefully reviewing tho 
evidence, referred to tho uutopsy and ex- 
pressed regret that tho Govornmeut does 
not appoint specialists to conduct tho exam- 
ination iu cases like this. Ho summed up 
that part of tho evidence by saying that tho 
fact that poiaon was not found is no proof 
that it was not given. On tho other hand 
it is no proof for tho Crown. Tho experi- 
ments made by Prof. Adami on dogs could 
not bo taken as perfo^tly parullol cases. Even 
taking tho medical ovidenco on its mostf avor- 
able side for tho accused, it appears that 
there wero only two possible causes for 
death, fatty degeneration of tho heart and 
prussic acid. Which is tho more probable ? 
Is it a point? " Hut, gentlemen," said tho 
judge, " if, after taking into consideration 
all the facta submitted to you^you arrive at 
tho concluaion that tho woman died from 



prusaio acid, you can bo suro no ono will 
over bo able to blamo you. But Btill it is 
not impossible that this woman, weakened 
by exposuro, Bubjeot at one time to hyaterin, 
may have died from the ono natural cause 
of death. It is better that 99 guilty men 
should escape than that ono innocent should 
Buffer. Decide according to your oonaoience 
aud lot God do tho rest." 

Tho ohargo iu Eronoh occupied three 
hours aud a half in delivery. At 3 o'clock 
his honor began the chargo in English.

Montreal, Jan. 19. — (Special.)— Tho 
Church of England Synol, after an 
exciting debate, unanimously declared 
aguinBt running Sunday cara, aa op- 
posed to the proper observance of 
the Lord's day. Several members advocat- 
od Sunday cars, but tho great majority of 
tho members were opposed to tho principle.

A Vessel's .Narrow Escape, 
San Francisco, Jan. 19. — The Hawaiian 
ship Hawaiian Island, with coal from New- 
castle, England, arrived last evening She 
reports a narrow escnpo from over-heated 
coal. On December 28, when '22 degrees 
above tho equator and u.'l degrees out, smoke 
came from hatch No. 3, The coal was 
found to bo hot and an iron rod thrust down 
into it was quickly heated. There were 800 
totn of coal beneath this hatch ; water was 
turned on the coal and the temperature im- 
mediately lowered. Trenches were dug in 
tlio coal and the water pumped in very lib- 
erally for several houra. It had tho desired 
effect. 

Union Pacific Bonds. 

Washington, Jan, 19.— Collis I'. Hunt- 
ington had an interview with Secretary Car- 
lisle to-day. Mr. Huntington's visit was in 
regard to pending legislation affecting the 
bonds of the Union Pacific. 

Premiums to Contractors for V. S. ships. 

Washington City, Jan. 19.— Chairman 
Cummings, of tho Naval committee, is pre- 
paring a report on tho Hobnail resolution 
calling for investigation of the system of 
awarding premiums to contractors for build- 
ing Government ships. Tho report will be 
adverse to proceeding with tho investiga- 
tion, on the ground there was no testimony 
tending to substantiate the general charges. 
The resolution charged by implication gen- 
eral collusion between contractors and offi- 
cers of tho Navy Department. 

A Speedy Cruiser. 
New London, Conn., Jan. 19.— The 
cruiser Montgomery to-day made IS 85 
knots an hour on her trial trip without tide 
corrections. It ia expected that the correc- 
tions will give her nineteen knots, in which 
event her contractors will earn a premium 
of $'200,000.

THE PROVINCIAL LIBRARY. 

Its Usefulness to tlio Legislators Greatly In- 
creased During the Jieeess. 

An attractive featuro of tho legislative 
assembly hall this year will be the library. 
This important adjunct to a legislature bus 
heretofore been neglected, except during 
sessions of parliament, when it has been 
placed temporarily under the charge of 
appointee of theSpeaker. The government, 
i ecocnizing tho importance of establishing a 
useful library and reading room, as in other 
provinces, decided some time ago to ask an 
appropriation for the uppointmont of a per- 
manent librarian, and in the meantime this 
ollice has been lilled so satisfactorily that 
with tho limited material on hand and somo 
udditions, a very great improvement is 
noticeable, not only iu tho appearance of the 
old library, but in its arrangement und 
central scope. Work has been started on u 
systematic basis, which, if curried out on 
the lines proposed, will develop an insti- 
tution not only creditable to tho province, 
but also of gre,»t benefit to the legislators 
and to the public at largo. 

Tho books, whjch consisted almost wholly 
of sessional papers, statutes, and the like, 
have been bro ight together, properly classi- 
fied and labelled for easy reference, while 
several hundred volumes, consisting of works 
of history, reforeneo, statistics, etc., have 
been added. A good deal of work has yet 
to bo done in completing tho series in each, 
which, however, will be u matter of time 
and of considerable labor. All the avail- 
able (iles of provincial newspapers have 
been placed in order, and an effort will bt 
made to complete them ns fur us possible; 
and in future all the provincial papers will 
bo kept intact and bound in volumes at the 
end of each yeur. 

This session a tablo has been supplied for 



a numbjr of the loading magazines, and 
racks aio provided for newspapers, upon 
which will bo found all tho provincial, tho 
leading Canudian and American and soverul 
English und Australian papers. Tlio Speak- 
er, under whoso directions this has been 
provided, recognizes, ns an old-time jour- 
nalist, tho important part which well- 
fecleoted reading matter must play In aiding 
and influencing legislation. Tho muiu room 
of the library will bo occupied by the pri- 
vate bills committee, while tho little room 
to the lefc is used us an ofiico for the 
librarian. 



CHINESE OUTRAGES. 

The murder of Two \Ussl"imri<M inade- 
quately Atoned for— Tho Guilty Part- 
ies Unwhipped of Justice. 

New York, Jan. 19.— Rev. Dr. Leonard, 
secretary of the board of managors of the 
missionary society of tho Methodist Episco- 
pal church, who has just returned from an 
extended official visit to Cliinu, was in that 
country when tho Swedish consul-geueral 
offered an alleged settlement with tho Chi- 
nese government for tho brutal murders of 
two missionaries of that nationality by an 
infuriated mob last spring. " Tho reported 
terms ot this settlement with tho Chinese 
Government for tho outrageous murders," 
snid Dr. Leonard to-day, "oaUBod no end of 
scandal among the foreigners and others in 
tho neighborhood of Shangpu, where tho 
murders were done. It was openly charged 
that Consul General Boaks hud been bribed 
by Viceroy Chang for tho indemnity ($40,- 
000) to the families of tho murdered men 
was considered ridiculously small. When 
ho went to Shangpu to compel thu 
Chinese authorities. as lio said, to 
muku iimplo amends, ho spoko boast- 
fully enough, but when ho returned,, 
ho Bcemed much nullified and ho bad but 
lit tie to any. "I see, 1 ' continued Dr. Leon- 
ard, "that tho papera state thut two persons 
have been arrested thero as tlioao who were 
most guilty in inciting the mob to violence. 
It wus geimrully conceded by tho mission- 
aries in Kiuikaing that the two alleged 
malefactors were not in reality tho guilty 
men and that the real murdorors had been 
permitted to escape arrest and punishment. 
They will bo beheaded, I have no doubt, 
whether guilty or not, for tho Chineso have 
no regard for uuman life, just to appeaso the 
Swedish Government and tho matter will 
end." 



THE KASLO COUNTRY. 

Snowslldfs do Considerable Damage— Ore Ship- 
incuts Delayed— Steamers Repaired— 
Attempted Incendiarism. 

KASLO, Jan. 19. — (Special ) — Numerous 
snowslides hnvo taken place between here 
and New Denver within the past ten days, 
completely blocking tnllic and demolishing 
tho telegraph line. Fortunately thoro have 
been no fatalities althoughseveral hairbreadth 
oscapes are reported by tho teamsters. Sinco 
December 21 to data about 1,000 tons of ore 
have come down from tho mines to Kaslo 
and been shipped to smelters in the United 
States. As soon as the road is clear again 
ore will bo literally poured into Kaslo, as it 
has been accumulating at all the working 
mines during tho blockade. An in- 
cendiary attempt was niado last night to 
tire tho Bon Ton hotel, and was within an 
ace of succeeding. A lot of firewood 
in tho basement had been saturated 
with coal oil and set on fire. 
Tho smoke ascending into tho restaurant, 
however, attracted the attention of one of 
the proprietors, who gave a genorul alarm 
and the firo was soon entinguished by tho 
local fire brigade. Tho dum.igo wus very 
slight. The steamer State of Idaho which 
wus wrecked on Kootenay Lako near Aiua- 
worth ubout two months ago, is ui.dergoinc 
repairs and will bo running again soon. Tho 
steamer Kuslo which also a short time ago 
had n similar exporience, is almost ready to 
resume her trips on tho lako. 



CARLISLE'S BONUS. 

The Knights of Labor Protest Against Them 
aud May (Jet Out an Injunction. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 1!) — The Knights of 
Labor, after consultation among thu oiiicers 
present at the meeting last night, sent a 
dispatch to J. R. Sovereign, Goneral Mas 
ter Workman at Des Moines, Ia., request 
ing that he securo counsel und go before the 
U. S. Supremo court immediately uod enter 
injunction proceedings agaiiiBt Secrotary 
Carlisle, restraining him from issuing tho 
fifty millions of bonds ; also stating that tho 
interests of the people, upon whom the bur 
den of all taxation to pay tho interest and 
principal of these bonds falls, rcquiro that 
lie should immediately take this step against 
tho Secretary of tho Treasury. Mr. 
Sovereign replied that a case had been sub- 
mitted to counsel, und if there ia a reason- 
able ground on which to make a standing in 
court, injunction proceedings will be begun 
at oucc. 



ALMOST BURIED ALIVE. 

Well Known Citizen of Burton-on-Trent Ib's 
cued Just ns His Coffin was Being Lowered!) 
in the Grave. 

London, Jan. 19. — Hundreds of persons 
gitbered in the cemetery at Burton-on-Trent 
to-day to attend the funeral of Town Coun- 
cillor Charles Wileman. When tho mem- 
bers of the family wore about to take a lust 
look at Wileman's face before tho coiliu lid 
should bo screwed down, two persons said 
said they saw signs of life. Physicians who 
wero summoned pronounced Mr. Wileman 
alive. The funeral service was suspended 
and tho crowd was dismissed. Mr. Wile 
man was tuken from tho cofiin and is now 
under medical treatment.

DIRE DEVASTATION 



Wrought By Earthquake in tlio 
Home aiul Centre of 
Buddhism. 



Skoolhak, the Father of the Faith- 
ful, Among tho Missing 
Ones. 



The mails received by tho Canadian Paci- 
fic steamship Empress of Japan contain 
meagre particulars of tho earthquake devas- 
tation in the mysterious territory to tho 
north of tho Himalayas, where Skoolhak, 
tho Buddhist "God Incarnate," reigns 
supremo in the hearts of tho Tibeteans. 
Tlio country " shaken " comprises about 
nine thousand squaro miles in tho district of 
Kada, and tho date of the disturbance was 
the night of August 29 .'10 last. Owing to 
tho extreme remoteuoss of tho country in- 
formation of tho tremendous disaster was 
only just reaching tho Coast when tho Em- 
press sailed for America. 

The viceroy of S/.ochuaD, Liu Ping Chung, 
who represents tho civil uutliority of China 
in the distressed territory, has made a pub- 
lic appeal for succor, and in his memorial 
says that tho home of Buddhism, the grand 
monasteries of Huoiyuan and Kcmis uro in 
ruins, and soven small lamuserias are buried 
in the wreck of tho former. Eipht hun- 
dred and fifty houses, belonging to tho na- 
tive Tibitean soldiery and occupied by thorn 
and their families mot the same fate. 
Seventy-four Lama priests and 130 Chinese 
and Tibeteans made up the rolo of those 
whoBO bodies have been found and identi- 
fied. 

Thero wero also many scores of unidentified 
corpses and tho missing are legion. Up- 
wards of four hundred aro mortally wounded, 
but were still alive when the memorial left 
the viceroy, and the distress caused through- 
out Tibet by the shook is past exaggeration. 
Famino threatens the land, and the cry for 
bread is to all creeds and all people. Tho 
greatest misfortune of all is, however, to the 
mind ot all devout BuddhistB, that which 
haB befallen thoir sacred bead— the Holy 
Skoolhak. 

He is among tho missing from Lhassa, 
where the monustry of Kemis was, and tho 
circumstance, although zealously guarded 
by the faithful for fear that knowledge of it 
might renil asunder tho entire fabric of tho 
ancient faith, ia quickly spreading through 
all tho eastern lunds where Buddhism is tho 
roligion of tho masses. The outcomo is be- 
yond calculation. Tho shrino a heap of 
ruins, and "the Holy One" missing from the 
eurth! 

The Lama monasteries of Hueiyuan and 
Kemis uro situated in tho heart of the civi- 
lised portion of Tibet, and for ages tho lat- 
ter has been the seat of Buddhism proper. 
Hueiyuun was built by command of the 
Emperor Yung Ching in the early years of 
the Eighteenth century, and wus for about 
one decade mude tho homo of tho Dalai 
Lama, or Buddhist Pope, who then moved 
buck to LhuBsa, with the Imperial consent. 
To thoso not acquainted with the mysteries 
of the Buddhist, faith, it may be explained 
that its keystono is the eternal existence of 
tho soul, which passes from body to body, 
ascending or descending. Tho "living God 
Buddha" has during the past thirteen yours 
been incarnate in tho person of Skoolhak 
(literally, "tho worshipped"), a lad upon 
whose fuce but one European, Prince Unlit- 
zin of Russia, has ever gazed. He is do- 
scribed as a thoughtful youth, with dark 
solemn eyes and a pale sad face — a student, 
but not un investigator, weighed down with 
the terrible responsibilities of his strange 
existence. 

On the death of the " Ruler of the 
Faith," tho spirit of the living God is sup- 
posed to enter that of the first male child 
born on tho fortieth day after his demise. It 
no child is born on that (lay, the High 
Priest waits for certain astronomical mani- 
festations, und tho male infants born in the 
light of particular stars peculiarly situated 
aro subjected to a simple test by which the 
child quickened by the spirit of tho 
living God is revealed. Ho is taken 
to tho monastery dfc Kemis, numbers 
of ornaments aro placed before and 
around him, ono of tho ornamentB 
formerly owned l.y tho deceused incumbent 
among them, and should bis chubby littlo 
fiat Unlit upon thut particular ornament, he 
is at once proclaimed the " true and only 
God." For twelve and a half years before 
the present Skoolhak received his " appoint- 
ment," tho high priest looker! in vain for tho 
inevitable manifestations of the embodied 
spirit of Buddha in the person of tho male 
child callod Dalai or Grand Lama, who 
holds spiritual sway over Tibet, although 
tho country if. civilly governed by China. 

What tho outcomo of Skoolhak's disap- 
pearance will be, tho future alono can show. 
Should ho bo found in the flesh, all may yet 
be well with Buddhism, though tho fact of 
tho god's homo being destroyed must bo a 
terrible blow to tho fuith, built as it is up- 
on tho mysterious past und impregnated 
with superstitious. 

The monastery of Kemis was built, it is 
believed, about ono thousand years before 
ChriBt — a great, gloomy pile, which it was 
belioved would stund until the end of time 
Outoftbe ruins of Hueiyuan there havo 
been dug nine purr, gold images of Buddha, 
presented by the Emperor Yung Ching, one 
hundred brazen ones heavily gilded, and 
many other treasured relics of tho faith.
